Woman’s Board of Visitors to

Displaying a keen interest in the 
agitation to eliminate the use of the 
rod in the public schools of the city, 
the women of Atlanta are almost a unit 
in demanding that whipping cease. 

The majority of them are of the 
opinion that the birch is still needed 
for the correction of the youngsters, 
but believe that it would be a far more 
satisfactory and effective plan for the 
teacher to notify the parents, and let 
them administer the punishment. 

It is probable that the woman's 
board of visitors to the schools will 
take up the matter at its next meet- 
ing. The matter has never been dis- 
cussed at the meetings of the board, 
it is stated, but all of its members are 
anxious to work for any changes that 
would aid the schools andthe children. 

The agitation for the “putting away 
of the switch” had its initiative in the 
letter written by Eugene Oberdorfer, 
regarding the whipping administered 
to his son, Donald, at the Tenth street 
school, 

Women Agaiust Rod, 

if the women of Atlanta had their 
say, it is apparent from the following 
interviews that there would be little 
need for switches. 

Whipping Regrettable. 

“The children in the schools must 
be controlled,” said Mrs. John K. Ott- 
ley, president of the woman's board of 
visitors to the schools, “but it is re- 
grettable that corporal punishment has 
to be resorted to, and so long as this 
must be done, the-problem of handling 
children along the right lines has not 
been worked out. 

“I don't think children to be 
whipped after getting to an age which 
permits them to enter the schools. Of 
course, a teacher must be able to Keep 
order in the schools, but I hope the 
time will come when the rod will not 
be necessary. 

“The woman's board, so far as I 
know, has never taken up the matter 
of corporal punishment. It will prob- 
ably do so, if the agitation of the 
question continues. Since no action has 
ever been taken I cannot speak for 
the board. All that I can do it to ex- 
press my personal opinion.”

STRIKERS ARE ATTACKED 
BY THE STRIKE-BREAKERS 


Hundreds of Shots Were 
Fired and Many Men Were 
Wounded—Engineer Saved 
Cirike-breakers by Going 
Ahead at Full Speed---Loot- 
ing Charged to _ Strike- 
breakers. 


Yackson, Miss., October 3—In a pitch- 
ed battle in the freight yagds of the 
Illinois Central railroad at McComb 
City between strikers and ~strike- 
breakers late today sever&l persons 
were wounded, some of them fatally. 

The town of McComb City is in a 
state of siege and martial law has 
been declared. 

Governor Noel ordereg out troops at 
7:30 o’clock tonight and two military 
companies are now hurrying to the 
scene. 

Adjutant General Fridge, with a 
squad of the Capital Light Guards, left 
on a special train for Brookhaven, 
where he will be joined by the Brook- 
haven and Natchez companies. They 
expect to reach McComb and take 
charge of the town by midnight. 

The special train bearing the strike- 
breakers continueg on its journey to 
New Orleans after hostilities ceased 
and it was impossible to learn the 
number who had been wounded in the 
coaches. 

Citizens of Magnolia say that when 
the train passed there at full speed 
every coach window was broken and 
no one was Visible at the openings, the 
strike-breakers lying prone on the 
floor to keep from being fired on. 

Hundreds of Shots Fired. 

Several hundred shots were  ex- 
changeq during the hostilities and 
among the strikers there were numer- 
ous bruised and broken heads. Many 
of the woundeq were carried to the 
headquarters of the strikers and 
physicians summoned, but it has been 
impossible to learn the extent of their 
injuries. It is reported that several 
will die. 

Scores of telegrams and tel@phone 
messages have heen pouring into the 
governor's offices early tonight ap- 
pealing for help. The governor was 
infcrmed by the authorities at Mc- 
Comb that order could be restored 
only by the declaration of martial law. 

Governor “Noel acted promptly, or- 
dering Adjutant General Fridge to get 
at least two local companies in readi- 
ness for service at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, 

The fight occurred at the fréight 
shed about half.a mile south of the 
depot, closely following the first en- 
counter of the afternoon, in which one 
man was seriously wounded. 

Started by Strike-Breakers. 

The train bearing the strike-break- 
ers had pulled down to the freight 
shed and was standing on a side track, 
Over 100 strikers immediately assem- 
bled, words were exchanged and hos- 
tilities started when, it is claimed, a 
strike-breaker hurled a brick among 
the strikers, 

Immediately a fusillade of shots fol- 
lowed. The strikers were, in nearly 
every instance, armed with pistols and 
they opened fire on the coach windows 
at which the heads of the strike-break- 
ers could be seen. Several fell after 
the first volley was fired. 

The occupants of the coaches im- 
mediately got under the seats and re-

10 QUIT PLACE 


Jr, Wiley’s Chief foe Leaves 
Pure food Board 


Dr. Dunlap, Who Joined Mc- 
Cabe in Thwarting Wiley, Is 
Given Leave of Absence and 
Wiley Is left in’ Supreme 
Control.

Washington, October 3.—In a sudden 
Succession of orders, an initial move 
in the expected re-organization of the 
department of agriculture, Solicitor 
George P. McCabe, today was retired 
from the pure food and drug board, 
Associate Chemist F. L. Dunlee, closely 
identified with McCabe, was allowed 
leave of absence until the president's 
return, and Chemist Harvey W. Wiley 
left apparently in supreme command 
of the board. Dr. R. E. Doolittle, of 
New York, was temporarily appointed 
to the board to succeed Mr. McCabe. 

Caused By Personal Antagonism. 

These changes were announced by 
secretary Wilson today following a 
conference with Dr. Wiley, who has 
been on a long vacation. They were 
deemed inevitable in view of the per- 
sonal antagonism aired before a con- 
gressional committee the past summer, 
and Dr. Wiley’s exoneration by Presi- 
dent Taft after Attorney - General 
Wickersham, whose views aligned wiih 
those of Secretary Wilson and Solicit- 
or McCabe, had recommended Dr, 
Wiley’s removal from office as head of 
the chemistry bureau, because of a 
technical irregularity in appointive 
methods, the responsibility for which 
he denied. 

The pure food and Arno hoard is the 
agency which passes upon many im- 
portant cases arising under the en- 
Torcement of the pure food law. 

They Overruled Dr. Whley. 

Dr. Wiley, on the other hand, and 
Solicitor MaCabe and Dr. Dunlap, on 
the other, were the members of the 
board. Dr. Wiley declared that he was 
usually outvoted and made a number 
of sensdtional statements in the in- 
vestigation of the controversy. Smart- 
ing under the frequent overruling of 
his views wherein he held food prod- 
deieterious to-health, he told a 
congressional committee that he re- 
garded his associate, Dr. Dunlap, as 
his superior officer. 

Secretary Wilson's brief announce- 
ment of the change stated that Solici- 
tor McCabe voluntarily resigned and 
that his resignation had been accepted. 

Dr. Dunlap was acting chairman of 
the board when Dr. Wiley was absent 
from Washington. Whether Dr. Dun-4 
lap will return to his duties on the 
voard was not stated. His temporary 
withdrawal was attributed officially to 
the fact that he is to take the custum- 
ary four weeks’ vacation, but Secre- 
Wilson stated that Dr. Dunlap 
not return until after President

Wiley Now in Control. 

In place of Solicitor McCahe to serve 
with Dr. Wiley on the board, Secretary 
Wilson appointed Dr. Doolittle, long a 
member of the bureau of chemistry 
force, and new head of that bureau 
sub-station in New York. Dr. Wiley 
Dr. Doolittle will constitute the 
majority of the board for the imme- 
Giate future, the latter's appointment 
being necessary to give the board's 
action legal effect,

A special edition of The Rome Tri- 
buna published the statement that the 
cruisers entered the harbor of 
Tripoli afternoon, bombarded 
the forts and the governor's castle, 
made a landing and hoisted the Italian 
flag. 

The most important naval capture of 
the war s9? far is that of the Turkish 
transport Sabah, with a Turkish gen- 
eral, a large consignment of troops and 
much ammunition aboard. 

Corfu reports that the Duke of the 
Abruzzi, in command of a flotilla fleet 
off Prevesa, threatens a bombardment 
of that place, 

Porte’s Appeal to Powers. 

The Porte’s appeal to the powers has 
been answered by them to the effect 
that they cannot offer mediation untik 
a basis of settlement is suggested on 
the lines of the Italian demands, 

Late reports from Constantinople say 
a new cabinet has been nominated, 
and that it will continue the policy 
looking to mediation. 

Two Turkish battleships and a 
cruiser have been sent to re-inforce 
the squadron in the Dardanelles. Tur- 
key, it is stated, has troops aboard 
two Russian steamers now held up at 
Suez. 

This tends to confirm the Vienna 
reports that Turkey has ordered the 
Yemen expeditionary force to occupy 
the coast of the Italian colony of 
Eritrea with the support of a squadron 
of warships.

IS SHROUDED IN MYSTERY 

London, ‘October 3.—The lapse of 
another day leaves the Turco-lItalian 
war without further developments. 
There is no confirmation of the re- 
ported bombardment of Tripoli, which 
appears unlikely to have happened, as 
it will yet be several days before the 
expeditionary force is ready to leavé 
Ital an shores. 

Apparently the Italian government 
is apprehensive that the Turkish fleet 
may be able to hamper the passage of 
transports, and great precautions are 
being taken. The expedition will be 
started from ports in two seas, rath- 
er than from South Italy and Sicily, in 
order to minimize danger and evident- 
ly Italy is in no hurry to get the ex- 
pedition on the way. 

Another reason for the delay of war- 
like operations is the continuance of 
the Turkish cabinet crisis.

SOME REFORMERS. 
KNOCKED BY TAFT 


Especially Those Who Want 
To Revise the Tarif 


Denver, Col., October 3.—This was 
one of the most strenuous davs Presi- 
dent Taft has spent since leaving Bev- 
erly more than two weeks ago. The 
president’s hosts kept him on the go 
from early morning until late tonight, 
when he left for Cheyenne. 

Mr. Taft made two important 
Speeches today, the first to the public 
lands convention, and the second to 
the members of a republican organiza- 
tion, including the state central com. 
mittee, and various county committees. 
To the republican committeemen the 
president outlined the position of the 
republican party, as he interpreted it. 

In Favor of Progress. 

“We are in favor of progress and 
construction,’ he said; ‘‘we are in fa- 
vor of prosperity and of doing nothing 
that will interfere with the business 
Srowth of this country, provided that? 
business growth be along lines that 
are legitimate and within the statutes. 

There is not any desire on our part 
to hit corporations just because they 
are corporations. And if they are con- 
tributing to the growth of the country, 
f they are furnishing a large wage 
und for the support of wage-earners, 
and are engaged in that kind of work 
that is evidence of American enter- 
prise, we are to encourage them, not 
to discourage them.” 

“The question of the tariff,” Mr. Taft 
added, “I think all republicans agree 
upon. We are not making any apol- 
Czy for blocking bills that failed to 
Sustain tariff protection.” 

Flyer at Tariff Reformers. 

The president took a flyer “at gome 
tariff reformers” when he said: 

“There seems to be a little miscon- 
ception as to what my duty was in re- 
spect to signing the tariff bills. passed 
at the recent session of congress, on 
the part of those gentlemen who would 
be entirely consistent in signing those

bills. I mean the gentlemen not in; 
favor of republican policies, but a dem- 
ocratic tariff for revenue or free trade. 
It would be entirely consistent in them 
to sign any bill that reduces the tariff 
because they are opposeg to the tariff 
generally. I am not.in that class. 
was elected as a protectionist.” 

The president said he was willing to 
Sign any bill that conforms with the 
republican platform on which he was 
elected and he hoped that when the 
people realized the “sinc@rity ‘of our 
promises, they will see fit to keep us in 
power.” 


“The fact is,” he added, “that the de- 
fection from the republican party in 
the last congressional election or the 
defeat of it, was not due to an in- 
creased number of democrats. It was 
due to the defection of republicans who 
insisted we had not kept our promises. 
Now if we go ahead, as I hope we may 
and show to them that is just what we 
are doing, acting on the tariff board’s 
report, it seems to tne that we are not 
over sanguine in expecting that those 
republicans who did not leave us ex- 
actly, but who withheld their votes, 
will now return to the place where they 
belong.” 

Taft Cautions Conservationists. 


In his speech before the public lands 


convention the president made a plea 
for a reasonable attitude of conserva- | 
tionists generally. He urged them not! 
to lose everything by claiming too} 
much. He also stated that he disagreed | 
with many of the views expressed by 
the convention in recently adopted 
resolutions. 

Mr. Taft said he thought the “fetich” 
stage of the conservation movement 
had passed, and that the country now 
was prepared to “settle down to a 
calm consideration of what ought to 
be done in the preservation of our na- 
tural resources, and what steps ought 
to be taken which the mistakes of 
the past show to be wise.” 

“It does not do to abuse every- 
body,” the president said. “That does 
not help a bit. There are certain 
of us that can stand it. I have got to

dows. Occasionally when a gstrike- 
breaker, bolder than the. rest, raised 
his head above the danger line he was 
greeted with a shower of bullets and 
other missiles, 

The battle raged for fully twenty 
minutes. Finally ¢he engineer’ in 
charge of the train made a dash for his 
locomotive, managed to get aboard 
while the bullets were flying thick 
about his head, opened the throttle and 
pulled out at full speed. 

Many Stréke-Bréakers Wounded. 

The train did not stop at any point 
south of McComb, going through Mag- 
nolia and OsyKa at full speed. 

It is practically certain that a large 
number of the strike-breakers were 
wounded. It was stated at the dis- 
patchers’ office in McComb that the 
train would continue the journey to 
New Orleans without stops. 

Realizing the gravity of the situation, 
and anticipating that the strikers 
would attack the machine shop where 
80 strike-kreakers are barricaded dur- 
ing the night, citizens deserted the 
streets early fn ‘the evening. 

Adjutant General Fridge was ac- 
companied'‘dén the special train leaving 
Jackson tonight by a posse of deputy 
United States marshals hastily or- 
ganized by Marshal Fred W. Collins, 

One Striker Badly Injured. 

Prior to the battle at the freight shed 
there was a clash between strikers 
and strike-breakers at the depot in 
which EF. Hy Montgomery, a striker 
and well-known citizen of 
City, was seriously injured. His skull 
was fractured by a brick, which,’it is 
claimed, was hurled by a strike-break- 
er. 

A number of strike-breakers were 
arrested and placed in the MeComb jail. 

The train reached the northern limits 
about 4 p. m., and while sidetracked 
it is asserted the strike-breakers de- 
barked and gathered a large quantity 
of bricks and ‘stones. 

When the train passed through town, 
there were a large number of citizens, 
including Many of the strikers, gather- 
ed at the depot. It is claimed here 
that no overt act was committed by 
the strikers until the strike-breakers 
began throwing bricks and rocks at 
the citizens. 

Regular Batile EnSued. 

Then the people became excited and 
a regular pitched battle ensued. The 
strikers asked the United States mar- 
shals, of whom there were ten or fif- 
teen here, to get the man who threw 
the rock: that hit Montgomery, but 
there arose a conflict between the mar- 
shals and the city police, and in the 
confusion which followed, they never 
located the man. 

J. D. Holden, legal adviser of the 
strikers, said he urged Sheriff Holmes 
and District Attorney Wall to take 
some steps to protect the citizens of 
McComb “from any more such out- 
breaks on the part of the strike-break- 
ers” and that this appeal resulted in 
the governor's ordering troops here, 

F. D. Hewitt, police magistrate of 
McComb City, tonight gave the follow- 
ing version of the trouble which oc- 
curred at the station: 

“The clash between the strikers and 
other citizens of McComb City on the 
one hand, and the trainload of strike- 
breakers, ensued almost immediately 
upon the arrival of the train from the 
north. Without any provocation the 
men on thé train began jeering at 
those on the outside and followed this 
with a shower of bricks huried from 
the car windows and platforms, Thére 
were also several shots fired from the 
train. The men attacked retaliated and 
there were numerous hand-to-hand en- 
counters.and shots were fired. 

People Are Stirred. 

“Soon after the clash a number of 
the strike-breakefs were arrested. It 
was not long after this that the train 
pulled out, and when it reached the 
outsKirts of the city it was fired upon 
by some persons whose identity is un- 
known. The people of this town are 
naturally stirred very deeply over the 
occurrance.

INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 
BEFORE WU. $. SUPREME COURT 


Washington, October 3.—The task of 
attempting to put an end to all initia- 
tive and referendum legislation in this 
country was begun today in the sgu- 
preme court of the United States. 
Counsel for the Pacific States Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. filed a brief 
with the court, attacking a taxing law 
it was enacted by 
virtue of the initiative amendment 
to the state constitution, which is al- 
leged to be in violation of the federal] 
constitution. It is urged first that the 
failure of the company to have a hear- 
ing before the raising of its taxes by 
the initiative method placed the tele- 
phone company at a disadvantage with 
others taxed after being heard by the 
State legislature. In this way, it was 
claimed, equal protection of the law 
was denied it. 

The initiative amendment anq the 
Oregon tax were denounced in the brief 
as violative of the right of a republi- 
can form of government, which was 
Suaranteed by the federal constitution. 
It was contended that in legislative 
assemblies the minority rarely, if ever, 
fails to moderate the wishes of the 
majority, however powerful, but that 
government by direct legislation 1s 
governed by force. Governor Woodrow 
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was quoted as 
saying that a government must have 
its law-making body as “it can no 
more make law through its voters than 
it cah make law through its newspa- 
pers.”

Central Bank Will Deal Directly 
With European Banks 


A. P. Coles Denies Report That 


the Central Bureau for Reg- 
istration at New York.

The latest report in connection with 
the attempt to establish a New York 
validating bureau 
which was to the effect that twelve 


of the number, had agreed 
bureau for registration, was yesterday 
denied by A. P. Coles, vice president 


of the Central Bank anqg Trust Cor- 


poration. 

While the Candler bank was origi- 
nally inclined to agree to the New 
York validating bureau plan if their 
customers here from whom they pur- 
chase cotton bills, and their corre- 
spondents abroad,through whom they 
handle their exchange business grow- 
ing out of cotton shipments, desired it 
done, the bank has had no request to 
do so. Furthermore. it is now con- 
vinced the scheme is s0 cumbersome 
ang unjust that they would not con- 
sent to handle any bills under these 
conditions. 

Will Handle Business Directly. 

The Central Banking and Trust Cor- 
poration will not countenance the bill 
of lading scheme, but will continue to 
handle its foreign exchange business 
as’ heretofore, directly through its 
European banking correspondents.

“We will not countenance any such 
scheme. It would result in confusion 
and delay, and our whole aim is to 
handle our cotton business as promptly 
as possible, and to this end we are 
handling it directly for our customers 
European banks. 
plan was first proposed 
to us by H. Kern, we agreed to do 
whatever was fair and was desired 
by our customers, even to sending our 
bills to New York for verification if 
it was desired by our customers from 
whom we purchase bills of exchange. 
To stop bills in New York for verifica- 
tion would cause delay, since we trans- 
act this business direct. None of our 
customers and none of our foreign cor- 
respondents have asked us to do so, 
and we would now not agree to handle 
any business on those conditions, 

Noa Sympathy in South. 

“The New Orleans conference de- 
veloped plainly the fact that there 
was no sympathy in the south with the 
scheme proposed, We do not consider 
that it increases the security of the 
foreign buyer to any extent whatever, 
as it does not by any means insure 
against bills of lading being forged. 
Mr. Haight himself admitted this point. 
Furthermore, we think that our own 
guarantee is far better in every respect 
than this new scheme, for the reason 
that under our system we know abso- 
lutely that the bill of lading is genuine

son, and there is no complaint from our 
customers or foreign bankers.” 

In telling how he came to build up 
exchange business of the 
Bank and Trust Corporation, 
Mr. Coles said that it was the result 
of an idea gained during twenty-five 
years’ study of the cotton business as 
a foreign banker, and a determination 
to shake off the domination of New 
York. 

“There is never a day when London 
exchange is at a discount,” he said, 
'“The business of the world is done 
finally through three banking centers— 
‘London, Berlin and Paris. These are 
the clearing houses of the commercial 
world. If we have London exchange 
to sell, we can dispose of it by cable 
iin Brazil, Argentine, Canada or Aus- 
itralia.

CHAPTER XIV. 


The Black Minorca fowl] has become 
so widely known among chicken rais- 
ers that it would seem hardly neces- 
Sary to write of their merits, but as 
these articles are being written more 
particularly for people not heretofore 
interested in standard bred fowls, the 
few words I shall write in their favor 
will meet the eyes of thousands who 
might be profited by what I write. 

Some years ago) the Black Minorca 
fowls had a boom and suffered in con- 
Sequence, as a@ new breed always suf- 
fers under such conditions. The de. 
mand for them was s0 great that 
scrub stock of this variety, as well 
4s cross breeds, was sold as repre- 
Sentations of the Black Minorca by un- 
scrupulous parties. Their inferior 
specimens were distributed widely, but 
4s prominent breeds exhibited fine 
Specimens at the various shows, those 
who had small and inferior stock saw 
their mistake, and in the past few 
years there has been a demand for 
Only a superior class of Minorcas. 

The Black Minoreoas are Very similar 
to the Leghorns in form, but are, in 
their perfection, twice as large as the 
Leghorn. 

They are a very old breed, and were 
known in England seventy-five years 
ago, but they were not then the grand 
bird they are today. Their home is 
on the isle of Minorca, from whence 
they derive their name. Their first 
appearance in this country was about 
twenty-five years ago. 

Considerable has been said ang writ- 
ten in regara to types and shapes of 
this breed. I] have bred them for fif- 
teen years, and I have no use for the 
Leghorn Minorcas. In my opinion the 
Minorca should possess an individuali- 
ty all its own, and to that extent that 
it can be easily distinguished from 
other breeds. 

The standard of perfection has wise- 
ly placed the weight for cocks at 9 
pounds, hens 7% pounds, cockerels, 
7% pounds, pullets 6% pounds. and I 
cannot see any reason why symmet- 
rical, handsome birds cannot be pro- 
duced up to these weights. 

The standard weights on 
comb White and rose comb Red Min- 
orcas are, cock 8 hen 6%, cockere!l 
6%, and pullet 5% pounds. Note, these 
weights are about,one pound lighter 
all round lighter than for the blacks. 

The beak should be fairly long and 
stout, not too straight and of dark 
brown color. The head should be of 
medium length and broad enough to 
carry the comb erect. The comb should 
be single, large, six pointed, the 
est spike near center, firmly 
the head and carried erect. 
should also be broad at the base, 
tapering like a knife blade, straight 
in front and free from twists, thumb 
marks or hollows. It should be carried 
well back, curving ta suit the shape 
of the neck, yet not touching the 
feathers. The texture of the comb 
should be moderately rough and free 
from side spravs (‘extraneous, well- 
' @etfined growths on the side of comb’) 
bright red. The lobes should be large, 
almond shaped, smooth, thin, free 
from folds and wrinkles, and of a 
kid-like texture. The wattles should 
be proportionate with the size of the 
comb, nicely rounded at the ends and 
free from pinched or wrinkled appear- 
ance. Bright red and somewhat rough 
in texture.
